a  profitable  outlet  tdt  his  surplus," 
says  John  P.  Sweeting.  Indu/itrlal 
Commissioner  of  Western  Lines, 
C.P.R. 

"Market  prices  have  brought 
about  the  iiecrs-sitv  Lor  lower  costs 
in  growing,  handling  and  selling, 
and  strenuous  efforts  are  being 
made  to  compass  this  Important 
factor  In  determining  the  profit 
that  .shall  accrue  to  the  Indattry. 

PROFITABLE  OUTCOME 
"Whatever  else  the  remarkable 
situation  of  the  last  two  or  three 
years  may  have  accomplished  tt  has 
at  least  created  a  desire  to  meet 
conditions  as  they  are  and  bring  to 
a  profitable  outcome  the  various 
products  of  Western  Industry. 
There  no  suggectlon  of  reducing 
production,  but  a  definite  decision 
to  carry  on  exf>iin.sion  throughout 
the  West,  and  to  meet  the  various 
dlfBctdtles  that  arise  from  time  to 
time,  as  has  always  been  the  case 
in  the  past.

Of  aU  the  Indians  I  know.  Ttea- 
mntenaht  la  the  only  one  who  takes 
a  real  pleasure  in  telling  stories  of 
the  old  days,  of  her  grandfather 
Hul-ka-latk  •  chief  of  the 
Oowicham  and  -Good  friend  of 
Governor  IX)UKlit.s.  '  ( >:  .  i 
of  the  white  men  to  thejie  iJiores, 
and  endless  tribal  legends,  which 
she  sometimes  tella  to  her  grand 
children.  but--"Ah.  these  chUrunl" 
she  shakes  her  head  until  the  long 
earrings  dance  Biadly  against  her 
fat  tnrown  cheeks,  "they  laugh  at 
my  stories.  They  don't  want  them 
any  more'" 

She  si>eaks  excellent  Jinglish,  for 
although  her  first  husband  was  an 
Indian  circus  rider  (she  still  treas 
lues  his  beaded  suit  with  the  bird 
embroidered  in  the  front),  her  sec 
ond  was  a  white  man.  and  It  Is  by 
his  name,  and  that  given  by  the 
priests,  that  She  Is  best  known,  but 
I  prefer  her  Indian  name. 

liER  "SINGING  NAM£" 
As  a  girl  she  was  named  Kha 
lahn-mett  which  means  "not  seen 
before."  and  is  what  she  calls  her 

"singing  name."  on  account  of  the 
curious  singing  ceremony  which 
take.s  place  when  a  maiden  comes 
of  marriageable  age  and  Is  named 
and  presented  to  the  tribe. 

Several  years  ago  this  name,  as 
the  cufttom  U,  was  passed  on  to  her 
granddaughter,  and  she  took  the 
name  of  her  mother  —  "naa- 
mntsnaht  (a  great  name). 

I  was  qolte  right.  As  sbe  plodded 
up  the  steps  l^ea-mntenaht  an- 
noimced.  "I  memember  another  story 
you  never  hear."  She  sat  down 
and  I  waited.  One  must  give  her 
time.  Like  all  Indlarus,  .she  cannot 
be  hiuTied.  So  we  talked  about  her 
family  and  things  in  general  whilst 
she  reUed  the  black  silk  handker 
chief  over  hsr  white  hair,  carefully 
fastened  the  gay  shawl  about  her 
ample  shonldeni  with  a  large  silver 
brooch,  and  vigorously  niopped  her 
smiling  old  face  with  a  rather 
dubioiLs-lookiiiK  rag. 
Now  .she  was  ready! 
"I  think  I  tell  you  before."  she 
began,  how  my  grandfather, 
Pierre  Hul  -  ka  -  latkstun.  Chief  of 
the  Cowichans,  was  a  very  wise 
man!  He  knew  many  things  that 
would  happen,  for  he  had  dreams. 
Well,  up  at  KuUeets  Bay  fOhe- 
malnus  Bay)  there  lived  an  old,  old 
woman,  so  old  that  not  even  the 
oldest  of  our  people  could  tell  v/hen 
she  had  been  young;  and  this  wom- 
an had  dreams  also! 

A  GREAT  CANOE 

"One  day  she  told  my  grandfather 
that  In  her  dream.s  she  iiad  seen  a 
great  canoe  conimg  to  our  land.  It 
was  tall— tall,  and  longer  than  two 
war  canoes,  and  it  moved  without 
paddles!  It  had  trees  growing  on 
It.  and  on  these  trees  were  wings, 
white  and  shining  as  a  sea  gull's 
wtogs.  Die  men  In '  this  canoe 
were  strange,  too.  for  they  had 
black  face.s,  and  their  hair 
was  80"  (here  .she  crooked  her 
gnarled  old  fingers  to  Indicate 
curls).  My  grandfather  laughed 
when  he  heard  this  story,  but 
that  night  he,  too.  had  a  dream. 
He  saw  the  great  canoe  whlck  the 
Kulleet  woman  had  asen,  but  when 
he  looked  up,  and  up  to  where  men 
were  walking,  he  saw  a  stranger 
sight  that  the  woman  had  told  of. 
for  the:s^  men  had  white  skln.s.  and 
fire  and  .smoke  were  coming  from 
their  nioutii.'<,  and  on  their  bodie.s 
were  not  blankeUs,  but  .some  tight 
coverings ! 

"Well,  next  day  he  told  the  Cow- 
ichans of  this  dream,  and  no  one 
dare  say  It  oould  not  be  true,  for 
he  was  a  great  and  wise  man. 
Nearly  a  year  after  this  Hul-ka- 
latkstun  and  his  people  left  the 
vin.iRe  of  Prnelekhut,  on  Kiip-r 
I.<;Iand,  and  paddled  to  Canoe  Fa.s,s 
for  the  fishing.  Every  year  they 
fished  in  that  place  for  sturgeon 
and  in  the  Eraser  River  for  sock- 
eye  salmon,  which  they  caught  in 
small  nets  made  of  willow  baiii 
that  one  man  could  use. 

"Very  early  one  morning  they 
were  paddling  out  to  flsh  when,  far, 
far  away,  my  grandfather  ,^aw  .some 
funny  thing  coming  over  the  water. 
On  and  on  It  came  and.  not  know- 
ing what  It  might  be,  the  Cowich- 
ans went  back  to  the  shore,  painted 
their  faces,  put  their  feathers  on 
their  heads,  and.  taking  spaais, 
set  out  to  meet  this  strange  thing. 

"As  it  got  doaer  my  grandfather 
gsvc  a  mighty  shout.  'Oheeeeee!' 
he  crlad,  ^t  is  the  cnnoe  I  .saw  in 
my  dreams.  See.  as  i  told  you, 
there  arc  tall  trees  growing  upon 
It,  and  the  wings  with  which  It  flies 
over  tlie  water.' 

■Nearer  and  nearer  came  the  ca- 
noe, and  as  It  moved  over  the  quiet 
't!  came  into  the  sky 


and  ahone  upon  the  great  wings 
until  they  were  shining  like  silver. 
TlMB«as  Ibe  Oowkhans  watehed  in 
wendsr,  tUhre  came  a  shout,  and  at 
'ha  sound  the  wings  folded  as  a

"Boon  my  grandfather  saw  that 
they  did  not  want  to  fight,  but  came 
as  friends,  for  they  laughed  and 
waved  theh*  haiuli*,  .so  that  at  the 
end  of  two  lUKhU'.  tiie  Cowichans 
sAnv,  no  more,  but  they,  too,  laughed 
ami  waved  tO  the  men. 

"Well,  lay  grandfather  used  to 
laugh  irtien  he  told  us  how  those 
strange  men  had  hard  white  atlofes 
they  were  eating,  and  they  broke 
OlT  pieces  of  these  .stKk..  and  th:eA 
them  di»wii  into  oui  i  an.x  ^,  aiu!, 
pointing  to  their  moutiks,  called  uu 
'BLs-klt.  BLs-kit!"  But  tlie  Cow- 
ichan-s  thdught  they  were  really 
sticks  and  threw  the  pieces  into 
the  water. 

"Soon  the  White  Chief  called  to 
my  grandfather  and,  making  signs

A  GREAT  FKliE.NUSHir 

"After  this  the  canoe  came  to  our 
land  very  often  and  the  men 
brought  with  them  presents  of 
beads,'  bright  and  shining,  blankets, 
and  strange  food.  In  return,  the 
Cowichans  gave  meat,  fish  and 
.skln.s,  and  alway.s.  there  wa.s  great 
friendship  between  the  White  Chief 
and  my  grandfather.  But  one  Sum- 
mer a  bad,  bad  thing  happened,  but 
this  I  must  tell  you  in  another 
story,  for  it  la  late  and  I  must  go 
home  and  cook  supper.  I  have  re- 
latione come  to  star,  ohi  they  make 
lots  of  work!" 

Ofl  she  went,  a  plcttu'esque  old 
figure,  nearly  as  broad  as  she  is

CAN  ADA'S  CHIEF 


Mr.  John  T  Ha.  ki  ll  (SUuuttsad),  whose  ad- 
tocMjr  of  fmciTK  «tiuait-iy  the  iamt  of  th«  oondl- 
tioiu  created  thi  ii».-h  Cazutdlan  National  Rail- 
way policies  and  expenditure!  ha»  been  moie 
Insistent  than  that  of  any  Member  of  Parlla- 
mcnt,  has  again  alluded  to  the  matter  In  his 
contribution  to  the  Debate  on  the  Speech  at 
Ottawa.  He  reverts  to  the  question  bMBllM  Sir 
Henry  Thornton  h;i.s  taken  exception  to  some  of 
the  figures  already  given  by  Mr.  Hackett.  The 
president  of  the  C.N.R.  bclieres  that  Mr.  Haetett 
has  left  a  false  impression  on  the  public  mind 
by  overstating  the  new  capital  and  credit  lames 
by  some  $215,000,000,  and  understating  the  extent 
to  whleh  those  new  issues  Vere  used  for  refund- 
ing purposes  to  a  further  amount  of  $276,000,000. 

Mr.  Hackett's  statement  was  that  between 
AprU  1,  lilt,  and  December  SI.  1931,  the  Domin- 
ion Ctorernm^nt  had  advanced  to  the  Canadian 
National  liajiways,  in  cash  and  in  credit, 
$lMi78, 169.07.  He  added  to  that  $94,680,000  for 
equipment  which  had  been  purchased  by  the 
Ci^ Jl.,  and  for  which  trust  notes  had  been  issued 
and  now  rWMiln  outstanding.  Those  notes  have 
not  been  guaranteed  by  the  Dominion,  but  the 
xelatiooship  ol  the  Domiuioa  to  the  roads  is  such 
ttuil  It  Will  have  to  assume  responsibility  for  this 
flmnnnt  if  tlie  rnads  are  to  be  continued  in  oper- 
ation. Thus,  says  Mr.  Hackett,  there  is  the 
■iupendons  total  eC  fl.5l7.658,lW4rr  InTolved  In 
the  cash  and  credit  for  Canadian  National  un- 
derlaklngs,  and  of  this  amount  less  than  |100,- 
•9^)000  hat  hma  ttsed  to  ttUrt  outstandlat  obll- 
(atloQs. 

In  elaboration  oi  liis  estima^  of  CJ^.R. 
finances  Mr.  Hackett  now  says  that  tnm  April 
1,  1919,  to  December  81.  1930.  the  Dominion  ad- 
vanced to  the  raUways  9447^,442.25  In  cash. 
Between  the  same  dates  the  Dominion  guaran- 
te^fl  the  bonds  of  the  National  Railways  in  the 
sum  of  $669,609,027.  Of  these  amounts,  up  to 
Decern^  31,  19S0.  a  sum  of  $77,073,027  was  used 
to  retire  outstanding  obligations.  In  addition, 
the  Oovernnieii?  vMar  i/'  od  the  interest  in  per- 
petuity on  urand  Ti  ank  Hallway  guaranteed  and 
debenture  stocks  then  outstanding,  having  a  par 
vn!ue  Mf  $216,207,144  fi7.

What  Mr.  Hackett  is  emphasizing  in  reiterat- 
iavCanMlaa  National  obligations  is  the  serious- 
ness of  th*  railway  problem  It  is  of  a  gravity  that 
has  not  yet  been  fully  appraised  by  the  people 
of  Canada.  He  has  no  pattonoe  wtth  thOM  who 
attcnpt  to  minimize  the  situation  and  throw 
dust  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.

The  flguiw  speak 
for  themselve.s  -the  vast  amount  supplied  by  the 
Uovernment  either  in  cash  or  credit  between 
April  1,  X$l$,  and  December  $1,  t$$l.  It  to  only 
by  frank  and  free  dls<>usslon  of  the  problem  that 
any  solution  is  likely  to  be  reached.  The  matter 
to  tf  soeh  aerlowBeM  that  it  dioold  be  the  prime 

problem  before  the  present  ses.sion  of  Parliament,

The 
efTci  t  of  their  travel  ha^  been  ob.->eived  up  to  a 
distance  of  100,000.000  light  years.  At  that  dU- 
tmoft  their  speed  In  recession  was  SO.OOO  kllo- 

im  ti  e.s  per  second.  This  iece.sslon,  says  Sir  Alfred 

Eddmgton.  is  due  to  a  general  ptHm  of  the 
unhrerae. 

The  law  of  gravitation  AdTApeed  hf  Professor 

Einstein  contains  a  term  rsprsientlng  repuLslv<' 
force  whicl)  is  ordinarily  mlttttte  and  negligible. 
At  great  distances,  howefw,  the  repulsion  be- 
comes larRc  and  "ommasters  the  ordinary 
gravitational  attraction  io  that  very  remote  ob- 
jeeu  tend  to  sentter  apit$.*'  Um  Uneteln  theory 

does  not  predicate  the  magnitude  of  the  cosmicul 
repulsion.  That  repulsion  is  merely  estimated  by 
astronomical  obaenrattims  of  the  nebulM.  Blr 
Alfred  Eddingfon  believes  t!iat  precisely  the 
same  cosmical  term  is  concerned  in  the  theory 
of  the  atom  and  suppttet  tiie  standard  whleh  de 
termines  the  radius  of  an  atom.  Tlni.s,  he  con 
eludes,  that  out  of  the  theory  of  the  atom  It  Is 
possible  to  predlet  the  rate  of  recession  of  the 
nebulae;  or.  alternatively,  "astr  :  ; i!  (.h- 
servation  of  the  distances  and  velocities  of  the 
nebulae  to  a  mothod  of  detemdnlng  the  masses 
of  the  electron  and  proton."  He  admits  that  the 
details  of  this  theory  are  stUl  hieoncluslve.  but 
thinks  there  to  Mttto  doubt,  "that  this  astro- 
nomical phenomenon  of  the  expanding  universe 
is  the  main  elue  by  which  we  can  nlttmattly  VB- 
ravel  the  merhantom  of  the  atom."

He  made  that  magaslne  a  power  In  Brit- 
atal.  and  It  was  said  of  him  sometimes  that  so 
outright  were  his  views  that  there  were  times 
HlMtt  the  InglMi  language  Itself  failed  to  supply 
tlM  words  neeeasazy  for  his  vigor  and  vehemence. 

R  wag  Mr.NMaae.  perhaps  more  than  any 
other  loiirnallst.  who  for  fifteen  year.'*  before  the 
Great  War  denounced  Oerman  ambitions.  He 
WM  ine  CI  earful  to  a  degree  In  eonflrmhig  the 
views  of  at  least  a  section  of  his  countrymen

Maxse,  with  all  his  enthu.'^insnis.  sufTered 
fnai  the  defect  of  being  able  to  foretell  the 
trath.  but  belnff  unabto  to  persuade  many  others 
that  It  was  the  truth.  It  Is  a  defert  often  suf- 
fered by  Journalists.  His  outrlghtness  was  such 
that  he  was  accused  of  bigotry.  His  opponents 
came  to  the  conclu.<!inn  that  hi.<i  main  object  was 
to  unburden  his  soul,  and  they  rated  Mn  warn- 
nigs  in  that  way.  Those  who  believed  him  were 
thoee  who  were  already  convinced.

writers  glorified  war;  but  there  is 
no  longer  pomp  and  clreiunstance 
«  gkry  there  to  not  eren  profit 
— in  war  Modern  scribblers  devote 
most  of  their  time  and  a  great  deal 
of  their  spaee  to  descrlptlens  of  the 
horrors  of  war  and  attempts  at 
drawing  delightful  pictures  of  the 
beauties  ef  peaoe.  Morraan  Angell 
is  the  high  priest  and  chief  apostle 
of  the  peaoe  advocatea.  We  agree 
with  aU  that  has  been  written 
about  the  horrors  of  war;  but  we 
disagree  with  much  which  is  being 
written  about  fixing  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  Great  War  er  any 
other  war.  In  certain  newspapen 
we  read  almost  every  day;  en  the 
forum  we  hear  every  night  eharges 
that  public  men  In  the  class  of  elder 
statesmen  deliberately  provoke  war.

deal  of  what  has  bean  wrIUen  and 

is  being  written  about  respon.slblllty 
for  the  late  war  li  untrue..  There

.«;trtt<Mnan  In  Great  Britain  or  In 
any  part  of  the  British  empire 
whose  heart  was  not  ehUlsd  nor 
who'c  mind  was  not  stujined  when 
Germany  challenged  the  natk>ns 
and  began  her  triumphant  mareh 
through  Belgium— when  Oerman 
Imporiallam  threatened  to  trample 
the  dsmearaoy  of  the  world  under 
Its  lron.shod  feet  and  establish  Teu 
tonic  kultur  In  all  parU  ef  the 
earth.

There  was  no  enthusiasm  in 
Great  Britain  when  the  eldar  states- 
men of  that  country  read  Ger- 
many's declaration  of  war.  There 
may  have  bean  cheers  In  London 
when  the  streetK  of  that  city  re- 
sounded with  the  Btepe  oi  marching 
men  going  forth  to  war;  but  men  of 
vision  whoae  "henrts  could  scarce 
forbear  to  eheer '  at  that  impostng 
Right   hatf^  sad  and  dspnssing 

thouKht.*  at  the  backs  of  their 
minds  about   the  days   when  "the 


Bernard  McSvoy,  Canada's  Oldest 
working  joumallat,  to  no  masa.  and 
The  Vancouver  Dally  Ptovlnoa  haa 
loot  a  lovabto  maaabar  ef  tto  edi- 
torial staff. 

Nmetv  years  of  age,  hto  mind  was 
keen,  and  his  Intellect  as  bright  as 
thobe  ot  men  half  his  years.  He 
kept  his  youthful  outlook  on  life  to 
the  laat,  and  did  not  paraslt  hto 
faoultlas  to  grow  rusty  through  idle- 
ness. Hto  secret  of  long  life  was  to 
keep  nUnd  and  body  occupied. 

Once,  twenty  ve^rs  ago,  when  he 
had  attained  •  -  ^entieth  birth- 
day. Bernard  McKvoy  decided  to 
retire.  He  had  Uved  the  allotted 
span,  and  he  puataed  aaMe  hto  pen. 
lodMd  hto  daak  and  aald  good-bye 
to  his  colleagues.  He  was  going 
back  to  England  to  end  his  days 
in  peace  and  quietness.  The  Prov- 
ince staff  gave  him  a  banquet,  and 
while  the  event  wa.s  still  fresh  Ln 
their  nunds  they  were  welcoming 
him  back  again. 

A  lifetime  spent  In  the  atmos- 
phere of  editorial  room  could  not 
be  daatod.  Idtoaeaa  and  ease  were 
not  for  him,  and  aa  he  returned 
to  hto  old  desk  in  a  dark  comer  of 
the  old  Hastings  Street  offices  of 
rhf  Province  he  remarked  that  he 
lia<l  '  gone  home  to  die, "  and  If  he 
had  stayed  aw;iy  from  work  inui  h 
longer  he  would  have  done  so.  He 
declared  that  he  intended  to  re- 
mam  at  work  untU  death  overtook 
htan— and  ha  dkl  ao.  Twenty  years 
delayed  hto  coming  to  the  man  who 
was  too  busy  to  receive  him.  ' 

Bernard  McVvoy  at  one  time  wai; 
editorial  reader  for  the  Morang 
Publishing  Company,  of  Toronto. 
One  day  a  man  brought  him  a 
iiirtniuvrlpf  whl(  h  delighted  him. 
Mr.  McEvoy  highly  recommended  It 
for  publicatton,  but  the  publisher 
of  the  company  said  that  he  could 
see  no  merit  and  very  little  humor 
tn  the  atory.  The  author  took  it 
across  the  line  to  New  Yortc,  where 
It  was  .seized  upon  and  accepted  by 
the  first  publisher  to  whom  it  was 
shown.  It  was  printed  under  the 
title  of  "David  Harum '  and  the 
sales  of  that  rejected  manuscript 
exceeded  thone  of  any  book  up  to 
that  time.  This  little  Incident  was 
one  which  Mr.  McEvoy  used  to  de- 
Ught  to  retote. 

An  mtarestlng  observer  of  current 
events,  he  was  art  critic  for  his 
paper  and  for  years  he  found  time 
to  conduct  a  column  of  comment 
that  contributed  largely  to  the  jxip- 
ularlty  of  the  Vancouver  paper.  In 
addition  he  published  several  vol- 
umes of  poems  and  a  book  of  prose. 
He  was  a  gifted  pamter  and  ex- 
hibited extensively  in  the  various 
eidilbltlons  htfd  ta  Vbnoeavar. 

Mr.  McEvoy's  hour  Of  rlstag  was 
with  the  daylight.  He  had  a  studio 
attached  to  hLs  bedroom  and  a.s  .soon 
i.s  the  li«ht  wa.s  of  .sufficient 
strength  tn  permit  him  to  dbtlii- 
gutah  the  colurA  he  was  at  hl.s  easel 
'After  breakfast  tie  went  to  the 
office,  where  he  worked  steadily  un- 
til the  last  edition  of  the  paper  was 
on  the  streets.  Then  he  attended 
to  vartouB  htarary  and  arttotto 
duties  that  were  hto  by  reason  of  his 
affiUatlon  with  every  movement  in 
the  city  for  the  advancement  of 
culture.  He  was  active  in  the  for- 
mation of  t,he  Art  League,  and  had 
been  president  of  the  Art  Historical 
and  Scientific  Association.  He  was 
one  of  the  champions  ot  an  art 
gallery  for  Vancouver,  a  aponaor 
of  technical  education  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Authors'  Society. 

Por  years  Mr.  McEvoy  had  made 
it  a  practice  to  make  a  gift  of  a 
beautiful  palntlnK  by  hlin.self  to 
every  member  of  Tlie  Province  staff 
who  married. 

He  took  a  keen  interest  In  the 
younger  members  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  his  steadfastness,  industry 
and  cheerful  dispoalUon  was  a  con- 
stant source  of  inaptoatlen  to  them.

Sir.— Judging  by  what  we  read  in 
the  local  press,  one  must  conclude 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Hon. 
J.  W.  Jones,  Mlntotar  of  JThiance, 
to  Increase  the  avanuea  of  taxation 
during  the  coming  session.  In  this 
respect  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
there  are  many  ways  of  lncrea.slnK 
the  revenue  without  InfhcllnK  more 
taxes  on  the  v  »  .lald  workers.  If 
by  chnnce  thks  n.eets  the  eye  of 
the  h  >iH  >iai)le  minister,  I  would  ask 
him  nut  tu  increase  the  special  rev- 
enue tax  on  workers  who  get  $100 
a  month,  but  Incraaaa  It  to  9  or  10 
per  cent  on  thoee  perMoa  eamlng 
$2,000  a  year  or  more.  These  are 
the  ones  who  can  afford  to  pay  It 
and  not  mLss  It. 

The  1  per  cent  tax  on  the  .small 
salaries  at  present  i.s  sufficient,  as 
one  must  fully  realize  it  is  a 
struggle  to  meet  all  the  taxes  and 
buy  a  home,  as  good  oltlaana  do,  and 
raise  a  family,  and  aduaate  them 
and  clothe  thea,  as  well  aa  meet 
doetora*  MDa,  hiauranoa.  etc..  and 
othara  Items  that  are  necessary  in 
every  household.  It  is  lowering  our 
standards  of  llvluK  too  much,  and 
u>  far  too  great  a  burden  on  us.

Wa  would 
at  once  eliminate  one-half  of  our 
belief  in  matter  and  in  dtmensloAa. 

Apply  similar  reasonlnR  to  our 
other  ,<!en.ses.  and  what  would  be- 
come of  nur  belief  In  malerlallsn)  ? 
Clearly  we  are  living  In  a  dimen- 
sional era,  caused  by  the  imper- 
fection of  our  senses.  This  is  a 
hard  matter  to  credit,  as  we  are  so 
venr  matarlaltotto:  yet,  as  X  have 
endeavored  to  point  out,  tto  truth 
Is  demonstrable. 

Doubtless  my  letter  win  arouse 
controversy,  which  Is  all  to  the 
good,  but  facts  are  stubborn  things, 
and  these  lettera  are  merely  a  pre- 
face to  ot  her  questions  I  should  like 
to  dlscus.<<.

VANCOUVER.  Feb.  IR  State- 
menu  in  certain  .sertlon.s  of  the 
pre.ss  In  Canada  that  thf  250-ton 
shipment  of  Australian  wheat 
reaching  Vancouver  recently  on 
the  Canadian-AuAtralasian  Line's 
R.M.3.  AOrangl,  wax  intCDdftf  for 
sale  in  British  Columbia  as  pmiltry 
food,  were  denied  by  mllltnc  com- 
panies here  today.  The  Sh4>inent. 
they  said,  was  Intended  t*  be  ufied 
in  milling  or  pa.stry  flour  for  which 
soft  wheats  are  required,  and  iJie 
Australian  .shipment  could  not 
have  competed  economically  with 
Canadian-grown  grains  had  it  been 
imported  ior  poultry  feed.
